Later he had the 
three bags removed to his 
brother-in-law's place in Re- 
clamation Street.

‘THE WORLD SCENE. 


International relations ‘have , 
followed a pattern which hos 
proved tll too famillar in re- 
cent years, with serious inci- 
dents in both the Middte 
East and the Far East. Some 
encouragement con perhaps 
be found In the fact that many 
of these explosive situations 
did not develop into something 
worse, but unfortunately the 
basle caures which brought the’ 
troubles to a head have not 
been ‘In any way cradicated. 
Economic rivalry detween the 
4wo blocs continued to grow, 
and the recent strides made in 
Russlan technology: and Chinese 
production have not been 
without thelr Influence on the 
uncommitted natlons. 


In. France, the collapse of 
the Fourth Republic, and the 
stimulating * leadership of Gen- 
eral de Gaulle, have wrought o 
transformation In her polltical 
and economic condition, but the 
settlement of the Algerian ques- 
tion is still far from assured. 


Expansion 


When we turned to economic 
affairs we find more encourag~ 
ing signs, and it seems that the 
world iy indving “Yorward into 
a period of renewed expansion, 
if probably ot a slower pace. The 
xeeession in the United States, 
which was giving cause for 
concern at the beginning of the 
year, proved to -be the. most 
severe since tho war, but Jt was 
fortunately of short duration. 
The effect on western Europe 
‘was much smaller thon was oat 
one time expected, although in- 
dustrinl production tended tn 
decline. Exports to the United 
States, on the other hand, 
showed no sign of falling off, 
whlic a considerable outflow 
of gold from across the Atlan- 
tle, benefited the reserves of the 
steriing area. and those: of 
seVetal European. countrics, * 

While It would de unwise to 
exnggerate the Importance. of 


the decline in the United States | 
gold reserves, this has resulted 
in @ tessening of the postwar 
dominance of the dollar, and 
the resultant strengthening | of 
other major currencies bas 
brought about ny more 
balanced world economy. 
The concerted . European move
